LUMBER AND SHINGLES. 
BUSINESS IS OVERDONE. 

{RY DIRECT WIRD TO THE TIMES.) 

TACOMA, Feb. 15.—(Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] A strong tendency to overdo 
the lumber and shingle business in the 
Pacific Northwest is indicated by the 
construction of a hundred new miils 
in one year. Over fifty new mills, of 
which the majority are shingle milis, 
have been constructed during six 
months. Fifty more mills, a majority 
of which are lumber mills, are now 
being built in this State and Oregon. 
Conservative lumbermen fear that the 
tremendous increase in the output 
which will be the result, may become 
a serious menace to prices before the 
year is over. 

The consumption of the entire output 
wil] necessitate an increase in the 
eastern and Coast demand of fully 25 
per cent. over last year's shipments. 
During the last six months, railroads 


enough to handle shipments. It is 
doubtful whether cars can be obtained 
this year for the expected increase over 
last season's shipments. The big de- 
mand last year was due to extensive 
building operations ali over the Pa- 
cific Coast, especially in California. 
While the demand from California con- 
tinues brisk, it is uncertain whether a 
great increase ean be shown in that 
field. The foreign demand fell off 60. 
000,000 feet last year, as compared with

The Child and the Church. ~~ 


At the First Corgregational Church 
yesterday tnorning the pastor spoke on 
the text “Feed My, Lambs.” “Evan 
gelism and Christian nurture should go 
in hand,” he said. The ehild 
should learn the fundamentals of re- 


matics. The reason why the method 
of the evangelist does not accomplish 
the same results it did a generation ago 
is because the catechist has been re- 
lieved from duty. In the early church 
it was (Ne catechist who instructed the 
new converts and the young. Luke 
seems to have been such a teacher. 
He wrote two treatises that Thophilus 
might know the certainty of the things 
in which he had been ‘catechized.’ 
Pagan Romans and Greeks, with all 
their laxness in morality, were trans- 
formed into consistent Christians not 
so much by liturgy, sacrament or ser- 
mon, valuable as these were, but by 
the moral earnestness of the catechist. 
The Reformation was a ti of the 
revival of the catechisms* Luther 
wrote one still in use. So did Calvin. 
The great Genevan found one of the 
most powerful instruments against 
libertinism was of this kind. For a 
generation we have left the catechism 
out of account, and largely because the 
‘old manuals of instruction were writ- 
ten dogmatic language which we 
must needs change. If the Reformers 
had put their questions and answers in 
the language of the Book of Ages they 
might still be helpful: 

“One test of God's inspiration of the 
Scriptures is the persistent vitality of 
the language in which its truths are 
expressed. I believe that such a course 
of instruction appealing to the memory 
and imagination of the child and seek- 
ing to store both with great Scripture 
statements will help give the child 
that which will enduré both in religion 
and morality. The ages -between 10 
and 16 are the most important pe- 
riods of development. About the age 
of 12 the form of the head changes, 
the volume of the heart increases, the 


pressure of blood is stronger, the most 
rapid development in rational insight 
occurs. Exactly corresponding with 
these physical and mental changes we 
find the periods of religious openness.

Why a Broad Churchman. 

At Christ Episcopal Church yester- 
day afternoon Rev. Dr. George Thomas 
Dowling, the rector, gave four reasons 
in reply to the question, “Why Am I 
a Broad Churchman?’ He said that 
the broad churchman believes in the 
church, but he would. make it inclu- 
sive, and not exclusive; he believes in 
the sacraments, but he does not be- 
eve in sacramentarianism, which he 
looks upon as magic; he believes in 
theology, but not in a stock-still 
theology. and, finally, he believes that 
salvation is salvability. In speaking 
of baptism, he said: 

“Let me give you one illustration of 
what 1 mean when I say that to the 
broad churchman  sacramentarianism 
appears to be another term for magic. 
One day I was invited te preach in 
one of the churches near Boston. 
Some of the good people told me about 
@ gentieman who had been accus- 
tomed to attend the services, and they 
said ‘He does not attend any more;’ 
and I asked, ‘Why not? ‘Well,’ they 
answered, ‘he had a little baby giri 
and the little girl grew Gied. 
She had never been bapti but 
just before her death, a priest of our 
church came in, and administered the 
sacrament of baptism. And when the 
little one had been buried, and the 
father was bowed in grief, as he 
thought of the swect life which had 
gone out into the unseen, this priest 
mad him, and said, ‘You must be very 
happy that I was able to reach your 
child before she died!’ ‘Well, why so 
very happy”? ‘Because if 1 had not 
come in time, and the ceremony had 
not been performed your little girl 
might have been lost.“ When I pic- 
tured to myself that father, bereft of 
his innocent child, being struck in 
the face in the hour of his trouble 
with such a statement as that, by a 
priest of our church, I felt like say- 
ing, as did another on another occa- 
sion, ‘I have listened to preaching for 
forty years, and, thank God, I am a 
Christian yet!’ 

“IT was sorry the man left the 
church. He made a mistake. But 
if he was led to believe that that was 
the only type of churchmanship in the 
Episcopal church, I do not wonder 
that he left it; and the fact that he 
did, under those circumstances, was, 
in my judgment, a tribute both to his 
intelligence and -his heart. 

“Well, now, what does the broad 
churchman believe concerning bap- 
tism? He does not believe that. Think 
what he would have to believe if he 
did! I say it in all reverence—the 
eternal God, the great and loving 
Father, who created the child out of 
His own heart, must wait the con- 
venience of a mortal man to repeat 


certain words, and perform a certain 


ceremony, before He, the great 
Father, can clasp that little one to 
His bosom again! Now that is sac- 
erdotalism! And that is one reason 
why I am not a sacerdotalist. That 
is what. I mean when I say that the 
broad churchman believes in the sacra- 
ments, but not in sacramentarianism, 
because that secems to him like magic. 

“Well, then,“ you ask, ‘what does 
the broad churchman believe con- 


How would he interpret the reply of 
the child in the Catechism, when he is 
asked, “Who gave u this name?”

Each 
day the veritable and unceasing judg- 
ment upon men i: not rightly indicated 
by Michel Aneecio’s ‘Last Judgment,’ 
nor by Milton's thrilling lines, ‘Aside 
fiom the fact that these portrayale ex- 
ercise a kind of moral police force 
within a certain order of minds, they 
serve to misrepresent the actual facts 
that exist in the development of hu- 
man character. They are purely flichts 
of the imagination of what micht be, 
as conceived In ‘the times ignorance 
which God winked at,.“ but which, 
doubtless, may not be, unless all our 


experience and reason are to be sub- 


verted. 

“That the pictures of heaven and 
bell have any corresponding material 
reality, ig too absurd for any adult who 
has ceased to ‘think as a child, to act 
as a child.” They are as idle tales 
which we have outgrown. They served 
a certain purpose once, and they still 
serve a purpose among the filiterate 
and unreasoning. 

“But we have come to a stage of 
broad intelligence wherein we perceive 
that all life, in all its forms, is the 
result, or the expression, of a series 
of changes which are related as cause 
and effect. Practically, we do not need 
to be vainly trying to beyond the 
vell of our mortal tite. We do not 
know, and we cannot know, anything 
of that which lies beyond the percep- 
tion of the senses, and the apprehen- 
sion of the reason. 

“But of what concerns us now and 
here we can, and we do know much. 
This is a ctical sufficiency to guide 
us amid the various conditions of life. 
We can distinguish between right and 
wrong, in broad lines. We know the 
better way, and know that we can form 
habits of right thinking and doing. as 
much as we can form habits of eating 


and drinking, or in other actions.’ 


What we do each hour and day makes 
up the sum of the eternal jndgments 
that ever attend us. This judgment 
on our lives is unceasing.” :

grieved his mother. He also de- 
came infuriated at his brother, Jacob, 
and sought his life. Jacob fied from 


hie brother’s face in order to save 
his own life. Thus the maltreated 
son was only a source of sorrow and 
punishment to his mother. How often 
the objects of our injustice linger in 
our presence to rebuke us daily, and 
add to the burdens of our life. Sin 
is often an everyday punishment. Fur- 
ther, Rebekah was deprived of the 
presence of her favorite son. He fleés 
before the anger of Evau, and never 
henceforth sees or cares for his 
mother.

Mixed Yesterday.

Thief Frank Nerski is Killed by 
“Key-nipper’” Man Appears al 
Woman s Bedside— Four Rob-

It was a so Sabbath moning for 
the Eighth C andmenk. and, inci- 
dentally the Sixth, yesterday. : 
Stealing was going on all over the 
city, and killing resulted. 

Frank Nerski fittingly closed a ca- 
reer of sin and crime with his arms 
around his swag—shot by two police- 
‘men as he attempted to escape earthly 
law. The “keynipper,man” and other 
burglars robbed at least four sepa- 
rate dwellings, and as usual escaped 
arrest. There were numerous lesser 
crimes to fill out the bad Sabbath Day 
record. 
The several burglaries were as mys- 
terious as the scores that have pre- 
ceded them during the past few months. 
At one place visited the keynipper 
burglar” was seen by a woman whom 
he surprised in bed, and she secured 
a general “description of the wizard- 
criminal. The numerous and almost 
simultaneous crimes, and the marked 
difference in two descriptions received 
indicate that there are at least two 
clever burglars operating with key- 
nippers in this city. 

KILLING OF NERSKL * 

Death for petty thievery was 
penalty paid by Frank Nerski, a Pole, 
46 years of age, at 8 o'clock yesterday 


With the evidence of his gullt—a 
newly-stolen bag of lothes—hugged 
tightly under one arm, and the other 
aiding his legs in flight, he was fatally 
shot by Patrolman Sherman Baker on 
a vacant lot near Alpine and Buena 
Vista streets. 

A few minutes before 3 o'clock Patrol- 
men Baker and Leon noticed a man 
sneak out of the back yard of Mrs. 
M. Bonaventura's place at No. 212 
Alpine street. He cut across a vacant 
lot toward Buena Vista street, and 
as he came farther into the light the 
officers saw something which made 
them think there was cause for his 
suspicious actions, He had a bundle 
under each arm. 

They called to him to stop; but 
their voices only urged him on the 
faster. When Nerski had reached the 
middie of the lot, Leon sent a bullet 
over his head. Nerski drop one 
bundle and ran still fas Léon 
sent another shot; this time it plowed 
the ground at one side of the fugitive. 
Two more bullets were fired, both close 
enough to warn Nerski that, although 
their mission was of a semi-amicable 
8 the next might be the real 
thing. . 

All this. occurred in a 
Then Baker opened fire 
first shot purposely w 

At the next click of the hammer he 
was within twenty yards of the terri- 
fied thief, and he had a fair mark. At 
the second report Nerski lurched for- 
ward on his face; his body convulsed, 
and the bundle fell beside him. 

The patrol wagon was rung for, and 
Nerski, groaning from a mortal wound 
in his vitais, was taken to the Re- 
celving Hospital. 

There could be no hope in surgeons 


for Nerski. The bullet tered imme- 
diately to the left of t first lumber 
vertebra, plowed through the intes- 


tines, pierced both walls of the stom- 
ach and lodged just beneath the skin, 
four inches below the left nipple. 

Police Surgeon Smith and an as- 
sistant employed heroic treatment to 
save the wounded man. hey took 
out the stomach and up the 
holes: did the same with a length of 
intestine; cut out, irrigated and re- 
placed: but it was no use. At 5 
o'clock, or two heurs after he was 
shot, Nerski died. 

The body was removed to Bresee 
Bros.’ morgue, where the Coroner will 
probably hold an inquest thie after- 
noon 


. CAREER OF CRIME. \ 

When Nerski laid down to die in the 
vacant lot with the stolen bundle of 
clothes beside him, it was to end 4 
career of recklessness and debauchery. 

The immediate cause of his undoing 
was three sheets, which he stole from 
Mrs. Bonaventure’s clothesline a few 
minutes before the officers saw him. 
He had evidently sneaked in at the 
front gate, and was probably looting 
housewives’ lines systematically, as in- 
dicated by the other bundle. 

Yesterday morning Mrs. Bonaventura 
identified the three sheets found in 
Nerski’s bundle as hers. She was able 
to distinguish them from other sheets 
by a pecu — stitching due to a defect 

he, 

Nerski used to be an expressman 
in this city, but of late he has been 
following evil ways. A few years 
his wife, who had borne him eight 
children, secured a divorce on 
grounds of cruelty, habitual drunk- 
enness and failure to provide. She now 
lives at No. 712 Turner street with 
her children, and, with the assistance 
of two or three of the oldest, she man- 
ages to eke out an existence. 

Nereki is well known to 
having been arrested 
times for drunkenness, for wife-béat- 
ing, fast driving and embezzlement. He 
has served several sentences aggregat- 
ing several hundred days, both in the 
City and the County Jail. 

TWO “KDY-NIPPERS.”
